Seorge C. Morrison Kills Him­ 
self in Baltimora 


WILSON'S STATE 
MANAGER 


Was Involved In Chaarget That Legis­ 
lation Has Been Changed After Gov­ 


ernor Signed Bill. 


Baltimore, Md., Sept. l l . —George 
C. Morrison, a leader in Democratic 
political circled, aud Maryland cam­ 
paign manager for Governor Woodrow 
Wilson, president of the Title Guaran­ 
tee and Trust company and one of the 
leading financial figures of Baltimore, 
was found dead In a private room or 
the Baltimore Athletic club, a sui­ 
cide. 
The police say that when his body 
was discovered a gas tube connected 
with a flowing Jet w’as in his mouth. 
He was about forty years old and was 
married. 
The suicide of Mr. Morrison comes 
within h few days of accusations made 
by Governor Goldsborough that Mr. 
Morrison and other leaders of the bus­ 
iness and social Ute of Harford coun­ 
ty, where he had a handsome homo, 
had made misrepresentations concern­ 
ing th*- H a r f o r d county racing bill, by 
which has p a v e d the way tor the re­ 
cently completed Havre de Grace ra e 
track.

Goldsborough had said that had he 
not been deceived by the statements 
of Mr. Morrison and other men lie 
would not have signed the bill which 
allows racing in Harford county. 
Mr. Morrison was prominently in 
forested in horse racing. He left a 
note explaining his act, which the 
coroner tok possession of, and while 
refusing to make all of it public at 
this time, he said tile dead man re 
ferret! 
to

given to bis Interest in the race track 
at Havre de Grace, as one of the lea 
sons for his ac lion 
The portion of the note given out 
said: 
‘ I ain In trouble only to my God 
He knows whether It is Just for the 
self sacrificing work of years to bb 
set at naught by the onslaughts of a 
yellow newspaper, against which there 
is no defense." 
Following up the charges by Gov­ 
ernor Goldsborough, the grand jury 
of Harford county has begun au laves 
ligation of the Havre de Grace tiack 
aud it was intended to summon Mr 
Morrison and several others whoso 
names find b«*en mentioned iu con­ 
nection with the matter. 
Mr. Morrison went to his room in 
lh** athletic club house, telling club 
attendants that he intended to do 
some work there.

Hagerstown, Md., Sept. 18. — Over 
Hie fields around 
Sharpsburg, Md., 
twelve utiles from bere, tramped many 
pf the survivors of the famous battle 
of Antietam, which occurred just Atty 
years ago. 
Among these survivors were many 
of those who formed the Philadelphia 
brigade on that memorable day when 
the organization bravely marched to 
the fight and later left the fields with 
645 of their number lying cold iu 
death from the enemy's bullets. There 
were also a number present from oth 
er Pennsylvania regiments, as well al 
some from New York and from New 
Jersey. 
Services in memory of those who 
died on the field of battle were held 
ai tile foot of the Philadelphia Brigade 
monument 
in 
Philadelphia 
Brigade 
park, the only part of the battlefield 
which is owned by a municipality. Sev­ 
eral 
addresses, reminiscent of the 
fight, were delivered by veterans. 
A 
prayer wa* offered by Rev, A. A. Ker 
Un, pastor of the Lutheran church of 
Sharpsburg, while the music was fur 
nighed by the Boonsboro band. 
George D Porter, director of public 
safety of Philadelphia, delivered the 
oration. In the course of his address 
he said: 
“The horror of war and of this 
memorable haul*- has long since left 
Its Imprint on the pages of the na 
lion s history, and tile valorous deeds 
of those who sacrificed their all foi 
the preservation of this nation ion 
fronts uh ou every hand In the form 
of graven stone, granite or bronze, as 
a pet (tonal reminder to all who come 
after that there were those who an 
•wered the call of the nation and n*x 
bly fell in the defene of It. 
“Let us, in doing bomble honor* to 
the nations defenders, here and now 
renew our ‘confession of faith' In a 
government that Is pledged to the ‘se 
curing of liberty to ouroelvea and out 
posterity.' 
Let us remember that oui 
nation Is still young, aud that titers 
devolves upon each and every one of 
us a duty to nurture It and protect It, 
both within aud without.'' 
The regiments represented were th*

One Hundred and Thirtieth, of Penn 
Sylvania, 
the Twentieth New

regiment, known as the Turner Rifles, 
and a New Jersey regiment.
